New Postal Manual Is 
Ready for Distribution 

■Postmaster Roy I. Kufalk of An- 
tioch today - directed the attention 
of mail users major new postal reg- 
ulations being issued effective yes- 
terday .which, will provide important 
changes and simplifications in the 
used of the mails: 

The Post Office Department is is- 
suing a final edition of a history- 
making new postal manual which 
contains these changes in simple 
form; The new manual will 'bring 
together in. less than 300, pages pub- 
lic-Interest, postal regulations for- 
merly scattered through 4,000 pages 
of dense print, Postmaster Roy I. 
Kufaiks explained. 
' - This publication may be obtained 
at 65 cents a copy from the Super- 
intendent, of Documents, Washing- 
ton, D. C. And mail' users anxious 
to keep abreast -of all changes in 
(this material that may be; made 
from time to (time may get both the 
pamphlet in .loose-leaf :I ormat. and 
ayear's-subscriptibri- to all-sheets 
making • changes for a total bl- $2, 
also from the Superintendent of 
Documents,..the postmaster noted, 

.The revision of the Postal Manual, 
Postmaster, Kufalk said, represents 
what Postmaster General Arthur. E, 
Summerfield- has, described .as. .the 
most complete revision of regula- 
tions in the' history of the Uf' S. 
Post Office Department. 

Postmaster Kufalk noted that the 
new pamphlet and the new $2 pack- 
age deal' give the businessmen and 
other large mall users the easiest, 
most .complete method Cofi, keeping 
completely up to date on postal in- 
formation that they, have ever had. 
. The new booklet is so simple that 
if the shipping- clerk, for example, 
in a small business is ill or absent, 
other employees can get a ready un-t 
derstanding of the postal rules from 
the publication, Mr, Kufalk said. 
- The booklet is also an invaluable 
guide for the average householder. 
It.shows, for example, how to.pack- 
age fragile materials.' for mailing; 
how to attach first class letters to 
packages; how stamps of unwanted 
denominations that are unused may 
be .exchanged for others of different 
values if desired. It also tells about 
many'other matters of special inter- 
est to all mail users, he added. 

Mail users who have , inquiries 
about any special points in connec- 
tion with the new publication may 
direct them to the Antioch postof- 
fice. It should be .emphasized, 
Postmaster Kufalk said, that the 
booklet represents the "final word" 
on all postal rules.'" .

One 
i3 the number of dootors in practice ond the quality 
and extent of the facilities for' educating physicians. 
In this, the United States" is exceedingly fortunate. 

A report made by the American Medical Asso- 
ciation tells the story. Tlie. record graduation of 
6,861 doctors during, 1951-54 brought the nation's 
physician population to approximately 220,100, This 
means there is a doctor for every 730 persons in 
the country — and that too .is a ncw;high record. 

Moreover, -the situation is destined to become 
still better. -PresenL, enrollment in the medical 
schools is 28,227 — the greatest in-' history. 

As for the schools themselves, more than $76,- 
000,00 for 1954-55.' And 10 new four-year schools 
and for remodeling ' or completion of buildings for 
medical instruction. , Their budgets total' over $143,- 
000,000 for 1654-55. Arid 10 new four-year schools 
arc scheduled to go into operation within the next 
five or six yeare. 

An interesting and important commentary on 
medical education b found in .the fad that 21,328 
physicians taught without pay during the last school 
year, in addition to the regular, all-time faculty 
members. The doctors, obviously, arc vitally inter- 
ested in giving us both more medical care and bet- 
ter medical care.

There ■ Is 
nothing particularly remarkable about such an event. 
Steady industrial development is something we take 
for granted. However, it Is worth pausing occa- 
sionally to think of what has happened In an. amaz- 
ingly brief period of time. 

Less than 80 years pgo Colonel George A. Custer 
and his 7th Cavalry rode out from a frontier fort 
noar Mandan to round up some hostile Indians. The 
vast reserves of petroleum lying deep In the Willis- 
ton Basin of North Dakota would have had no mean- 
ing to Custer and his men. They would have been 
as stunned as the Indians they were fighting at the 
sigh! of a modern automobile. In less than 80 years, 
thanks to research, invention and industrial develop- 
ment, we have come to accept miracles as normal 
progress. 

The fact that the management ond stockholders 
of a single company have ventured to spend millions 
of dollars building a 30,000 .barrel o day refinery 
and linking it to distant markets with hundreds of 
miles of pipeline without causing the raising of an 
eyebrow In a region where a handful of white set- 
tlers were fighting' Indians a matter of decades ago, 
Is something for the political detractors of the Amer- 
ican system to think about. It should also make 
ail of us realize that payrolls, employment opportun- 
ities, and the prosperity of the smallest community 
are linked inextricably to freedom of opportunity in 
basic enterprises such as the oil industry.

Yet so commonplace is sugtn 
that even such headlines are tost, 
A natural bounty known and sought 
for thousands of years, It has 
grown 'and produced In present 
.form only In comparatively recent 
times, now ranking as the most 
abundant pure chemical com- 
pound man takes from nature. - 

Sugar Is. essential, to life. Every 
green leaf .touched by sunlight 
turns ► water' from the ground ] and 
carbon dioxide from the air. Into 
sugar and oxygen. Any. animal 
without sugar In Its blood will soon 
drop dead. 

Honey, " fruits nnd succulent 
-grasses sotfslflcd the -ancients' 
sweet tooth. The origin of sugar 
cane is lost In the past, somewhere 
In the Orient. Probably It way 
first grown by man In India, where 
ancient legends and then the army 
of Alexander the Great In 327 B.C. . 
spoke of the "honey : bcorlhg reed.'* 

Today the world- produce's near- 
ly 40,000,000 tons of sugar In a' 
• year, 03 per cent from cane and 
35 per cent from sugar beets 
Americans alone consume over 8,, 
000,000 tons. For 30-odd years, per 
capita consumption In this coun 
try has remained, nearly constant 
averaging hundred-pound bag pel 
person per year. 

Only In late 1053, however, aft- 
er .centuries 'of trying did science \ 
succeed in making sugar In the 
laboratory from simpler com- 
pounds.
